I The letter above was written (as dated) on the 26th July, I being then 
perfectly ignorant of its purpoſe. On the 28th of July, in the morning, 
being awake in bed with my eyes ſhut, .I was carried by the power of the 

Spirit into the Methodiſt's chapel, where the conference was aſſembled. 

Many of the preachers I perſonally knew, and as I began to particularize 
ſeveral, I was touched, as with a finger, on the ſhoulder, and a voice ſpoke 
tharply, “ Take notice.“ They all then appeared as praying: and after that 
J could not identify any one. My eyes were directed, and I ſaw numbers of 
them with their faces lifted up towards heaven, and their eyeg wide open, 
intenſely praying, regardleſs of all about them: and I heard ſomgof their ex- 
prefſions, which were, „ That the Lord wculd make his will known in 
eſpecial manner at this time,” and others fimilar : and I was given to under - 

and (when the viſion was explained to me on the zoth July) that-the letter 


þ had written ( above) by the immediate direction of che Spirit of God,

The Lord God of heaven and earth to all his 
faithful followers. He whoſe love is unbound-
